§1.704. 

Period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(a)(1) 

The period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .703(a)(1 ) is the number of 
days in the period beginning on the day ("the 14 month date") after the date that is 
fourteen months after the date on which the application was filed pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 
§111 (a), or fulfilled the requirements pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 371 , and ending on the 
date of mailing or either an action pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 132 or a notice of allowance 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 151, whichever comes first. 

The PTO calculation of the period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §

Total Patent Term Adjustment 

For the present application, the total patent term adjustment pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. § 1.703(f) is the period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.703 reduced by 
any delays pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .704. Thus, according to our calculations, we 
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believe that the patent term adjustment should be at least 504 days + 165 days = 669 
days. 

It is respectfully asserted that the patent term adjustment determined by the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office for the present application may not be correct. 
Accordingly, Applicant's Attorney respectfully requests the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office to reconsider, and make revisions to the PAIR system Patent Term 
Adjustment History in view of the previous remarks. In addition, it is respectfully 
requested that the patent term adjustment be re-calculated by the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office in view of the above remarks.
